DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-8 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach a brushless motor having an inner rotor with a coil set having at 
least two pole plates, each pole plate having inner pole faces and outer magnetically conducting 
rings and a combination member mounted to and closely combined with each ring wherein the 
combination member enhances magnetic conduction and isolation of the stator from other 
components of the motor as recited in claim 5. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach a 
brushless motor having an outer rotor with a coil set having at least two pole plates, each pole 
plate having outer pole faces and inner magnetically conducting rings and a combination 
member mounted to and closely combined with each ring wherein the combination member 
enhances magnetic conduction and isolation of the stator as recited in claim 6. Applicant's 
argument that that it would not be obvious to combine Chen and Suzuki to produce the invention 
of claim 5 is accepted. Specifically, without some teaching to magnetically couple the pole 
plates, it would not have been obvious to use a soft magnetic steel chassis to enclose the pole 
plates of Chen. Fujitani teaches magnetically coupling the pole plates in column 4 lines 8-12 but 
does not disclose a combination piece. While combining various elements and teachings from the 
prior art would produce something like applicant's invention of claim 5, no motivation has been 
found making such a combination obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art. Similarly while 
combining various elements and teachings from the prior art would produce something like 
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applicant's invention of claim 6, no motivation has been found making such a combination 
obvious.
